The Futyre of the New England 


a 
Am 16N0. y 


I think the New England of forty or 


fifty years ago has been stibjected, in’ 


the social and general features of its 
country town life, to a radical change, 
and will never in those respects, return 
to its former sort. For 200 years, till 
1840 to 1850, its towns remained prac- 
tically unchafiged in the character, 
habits, living, and occupations of their 
inhabitants, or, perhaps I should say, 
moved in a current of slow develop- 
ment along the same lines. Since that 
time-there has been a rapid and funda- 
mental shaking up and dispersion of 
elements, The overwhelming inrush 
of foreign immigration; the injection 
of foreigners distributed along every 
line of railroad’ embankment. and 
around every mill wheel, being at first 
engaged in the construction of the 
means of material enterprise, but next 
multiplying mm numbers and flowing 
outin thrifty, permanent citizenship; 
especially also the railroad system it- 
self, which has fairly sucked the native 
New England population into the mael- 
strom of city life and business; largely, 
too, the more attractive opportunities 
these offered tor the swift acquire- 
ment of wealth,—all these and other 
causes have wrought the revolution. 
The old family trees have been remorse- 
‘Tessly—stripped—and_shattered. The 
winter school that used to have in the 
farming country districts fifty or sixty 
scholars, ‘great big’? boys on the back 
seats, ‘‘fellers’’ and girls chewing gum, 
sliding down hill, going to spelling 
school, yet turning out ultimately as 
tue very-bone and sinew. of a vigorous 
New England life, have now wilted to 
a meagre and straggling attendance of 
small urchins. The soldiers of the 
Revolutionary war and the men of 
their time (and they were the best 
blood of Pilgrim and Puritan descent) 
that went a century ago to the farms of 
Maine, and the hill towns of what was 
then remote in Massachusetts, and 
made a spirited yeomanry with their 
well-filled’churches, their saw mills and 
stores, their turnpikes and stage 
coaches, their trainings and musters, 
their justice courts and vigorous town 
meetings, their great fields and farms, 
and barns and crops, and even their 
pretensions and distinctions in social 
life,—have now to a great extent, out- 
side of the central villagcs, a diminish- 
ing number of representatives left, 
except when some millionaire jauntily 
comes back after a half-century’s ab. 
sence, for a few summer weeks, and 
starts a fancy’ stock farm for tosses a 
public library to the old common where 
he used to play ball, or drive home his 
father’s cows. Many an outlying rural 
mansion, almost aristocratic in its day 
with its white paint and green blinds, 
with hollyhocks in the yard, and ma- 
hogany and dainty chinain the interior, 
1s now in a dilapidated old age crushed 
under a mortgage, or bought fora song 
by some wanderer from foreign shores, 

But this is not finalty; it is transi- 
tion, It has been the~result,—not_of 
the depression, but of the prosperity of 
our country for the last thirty years—a 
prosperity which has given such actiy- 
ity to its centres of population that the 
mobile elements of American enter- 
prise’ and, force have swarmed to the 
points of largest attraction; that is, to 
tie cities from the towns, to the yal- 
leys from the hills, to the prairies from 
the rocks, and to the mill wheels from 
the sheep pasture. A reaction is sure 
to come. It will come from the steady 
increase of general wealth, which, as a 
matter of taste, of change, of novelty, 
as well as investment, will flock back 
again. It will come more and more 
speedily as now the public lands, the 
domain of which until recently seemed 
inexhaustible, are more and more oc- 
cupied; and as the pioneer, finding no 
longer the boundless room of the West, 
turns his face to the sunrise and finds 
that New England has still, in her soi), 
resources of product and maintenance, 
and that, in fact, during all this transi- 
tion time, there have been those who 
remained on the paternal acres and 
have made them pleasant and profitable. 
Indeed, in towns about the birthplace 
of any of us, there are here and there 
not a few such cases. 

And this reaction, too, has already 
begun to come, more than some are 
aware, in the fact that our citizens of 
foreign birth are seeking and have 
sought the New.England farms, and 
are there going "through the experi- 
ences which made our own ancestors 
self-supporting farmers; to wit: living 
prudently, saving their money, making 
no show of dress, or equipage or lavish 
living, and raising large families of 
boys and gitls,and keeping them at 
work indoors and out-of-doors, at 
home. There is no fear for the future 
of New England rural life. It will be 
a different life from that of a genera- 
tion or two ago.. It will be not a 
unique, but a conglomerate population. 
It will not be of one faith, but of many 
faiths, .It will not be a Puritan’ New 
England, but will be the New England 
of the twentieth century, with a sea- 
board rich in foreign commerce,—with 
great cities,—with factories and __ all

sorts of skilled industries dotting its 
inland ,—with the mostimproved means 
of locomotion everywhere from hamlet 
to centfe,—and with its fields and farms 
cultured and pr@ductive, furnishing 
the living and profit.of the farmer who 
depends on the soil, or representing 
the wealth and leisure of those who 


retire or turn to country life and-ex- 


pend upon it the surplus of their prof- 
its gained in commerce or manufacture.

FOR FARMERS. | 


Experiment Fertilizers. 


Farmers in the older States are open- 
ing millions of. doliars annually for 


commercial fertilizers. In this country, 


as in Europe, they have become an 
absolute necessity on wern-out soils; 
but to make them profitable it is nec- 
essary that they should fit the wants of 
the soil and crops for which they are 
used. If a farmer buys potash for land 
which abounds in potash but needs 
phosphoric“acid, he of course loses. 
The fundamental principle in the use 
of commercial fertilizers is to select 
those materials which supply in the 
best forms and at the lowest cost the 
plant food which the crop needs and 
the soil fails to furnish. 

In order. to enable farmers to find 
out the wants of their own soils and 
the best way of supplying them, and at 
the—same—time_to. get ‘light upon the 
properties of soils in different sections 
of the country, a number of experiment 
stations are introducing soil tests with 
fertilizers, which are largely conducted 
both by the stations and also by individ- 
ual farmers on their own farms. Of 
course many of the experiments are 
failures, but many practical men who 
have engaged in this work have de- 
clared that they have thus learned a 
great deal which is practically useful 
and highly instructive. 

The results of these tests in general 
show that ‘‘soils vary greatly in their 
capabilities of supplying food to crops. 
Different ingredients are deficient in 
different soils. The best way to learn 
what materials are proper in any given 
case is by observation and experiment. 
The rational method for determining 
what ingredients of plant food a soil 
fails to furnish in abundance, and how 
these unfurnished materials can be 
most. economically supplied, is to. put 
the question to the soil with different 
fertilizing materials, and get the reply 
in the crops produced. The chief use 
of fertilizers is to supply plant food. 
It 1s good farming to make the most of 
the natural resources of the soil and of 
the manures produced on the farm, 
and to depend upon artjficiy] fertilizers 
only to furnish what more is needed. 
It is not good economy to. supply the 
lacking ones in the cheapest way.” 

Probably the most valuable practical 
work that these experiment stations 
have done has been to analyze these 
various commercial fertilizers which 
are offered for sale by manufacturers. 
In some of the states, in New Jersey, 
for instance, the fertilizers are analyzed 


each sample compared with what the | 


manufacturer claimed that the compo- 
sition contained, Soas to make this 
perfectly plain, the money value of the 
chemicals found in each sample is noted 
and compared with the price charged 
by the manufacturer. Some startling 
results have been shown. One fertil- 
izer selling, say, at $25 per ton would 
be found to have a value of $28; an- 
other, selling at $40 a ton, would be 
worth only $15; and in one instance I 
recall the manufacturer charged $43a 
ton for his complete fertilizer, and the 
chemist found that 1ls actual value was 
only $2.50. Bulletins like these have 
certainly done great good, for they have 
compelled manufacturers to keep their 
composition up to the advertised stand- 
ard. When there is more universal 
education among the farmers: it will 
only be necessary to express the value 
of fertilizers in chemical terms. We 
have the authority of the United States 
Agricultural Department for the. state- 
ment thatin the State where experi- 
ment stations have long been estab- 
lished, the greater number of the far- 
mers now need nothing more than 
these chemical terms to guide them in 
selecting the special fertilizers needed 
in given cases.—Harper’s Weekly.

The election in Massachusetts fur- 
nishes food for reflection to all theught- 
ful citizens. - One of the principal 
speakers during the past campaign fre- 
quently said ‘* Massachusetts aroused 1s 
Massachusetts republican.’ This is 
undoubtedly a true statement, but it 
needs to be. qualified by the further 
statement that the arousing must be in 
the. xvight .acay. Massachusetts was 
aroused last Tuesday, but in sych a 
manner that many fair minded-men-to-. 
day are asking themselves did it pay to 
raise issues that never existed, assault 
an administration that had few faults, 
and-throw. mud ata comparatively clean 
record, when there were higher 
thoughts which ought to have been 
considered? The result in Ohio isa 
most positive negative answer to this 
query. National questions were always 
put first and almost. no, personality 
entered into that contest. The game 
of bluff that played so large a part in 
the State campaign, is now also con- 
sidered a foolish piece of business, and 
the result looks as if the democrats out- 
bluffed the bluffers. 

Thefepwblican party can_no longer 
fail to recognize the popularity of Gov. 
Russell as a popularity that has come 
largely—from_true—worth-and—ability, 
and as such bound to be recognized by 
that large class of voters who cannot 
confine all their likes and dislikes to 
one or the other party. There are 
without question, many republicans 
who voted for Goy. Russell from that 
principle that Is supposed to be the 
basis of our civil service law, which 
recognizes the man and not the party. 


The local result is more disappoint- 
ing than is the state, in many respects. 
The change in the office of the register 
of-deeds is-one to be sincerely re- 
gretted by those who like to see such 
offices kept out of politics.

FREEBOOTERS. AT SBA. 


On the morning of Sept. 16, 1738, 
with the sun half way to. the zenith, 
the trim schooner Dolphin forged 
southward. A gentle southerly breeze 
rippled the smooth Caribbean waters, 
and St. Thomas, her —port, lay. only 


‘twenty-four hours’ sail away. Here 
she was to discharge and load cargo, 
and thence shape her homeward course 


toward Boston. 

Captain Archibald Knowlton walked 
his quarter deck briskly, for he was 
beginning to enjoy the relief from anxi- 
ety felt on nearing port safe froin disas- 
ter by storm or pirate. ‘Tornadoes and 
hurricanes were less to be dreaded than 
the flerce outlaws that.in those days 
haunted the seas. wherever merchant 
vessels sailed. *‘Dead men tell no 
tales,” was their maxin with prisoners, 
and every merchant captain knew well 
that the capture of his ship by pirates: 
meant that those of his company taken 
alive would be made to “walle the 
plank. yw 

The Yankee skipper whistled ¢cheer- 
fully as he looked. to windward, where 
a long, sharp rigged schooner which the 
morning had brought into view was 
sailing in the same direction as the Dol- 
phin.

upon her decks.

As the vessels pitched ;and ground 
together, the Piroqua’s men, pretend- 
ing to help in clearing them, passed a 
hawser about the Dolphin’s main 
shrouds, fastening the schooners to- 
gether. A gorgeously dressed man ap- 
peared, sword in hand, on the stran- 
ger’s quarter deck, shouting commands. 
About her lee rail,rose a crowd of des- 
perate looking fellows who in a mo- 
ment more, with flashing weapons and 
ferocious_ yells, .were swarming upon 
the Dolphin’s decks. Before an attack 
so sudden the merchantman’s com-

Knowlton concerning his cargo, the 
sailing of other vessels from Boston, 
and the measures that the British au- 
thorities were taking against. the West 
Indian pirates. 

Tuen he turned to his lieutenant: 

“We're wasting time,” he said. ‘‘Run 
a plank out at the lee gangway and 
walk them overboard,” 

The pirates, with brutal jests and 
laughter, began to fe the elbows of the 
Dolphin’s company’ bebind their backs 
and to tear up strips of bunting with 
which to bandage theireyes. The gang- 
way was thrown open, and from it a 
plank-‘run out two-thirds of its length, 
its inner.end secured to the deck by the 
weight of a large spar.

The pirates, ex t four men whom 
he designated, h returned to their 
own deck and, easting loose from the 
Yankee schooner, the Piroqna spread 
her wings to'the rising breeze and swept 
like a gull toward the brig. The Dol 


“phin’s crew “defectedly - watched the 


pirate vessel swoop upon its prey, 
which, seeming to realize the danger, 
had turned its course so as to give the 
schooner a stern chase. At this move 
the black. fag came up to the Piroqua’s 


_peak and, in her true colors, she 


crowded on sail in pursuit, 

The pirates left in charge of the Dol- 
phin, in ill temper at being left behind. 
drove the o’ficers and .crew, nine in 
number, into the foreeastile and fastened 
the door. They shaped the schooner’s 
course into the wake Of the pirate craft 
and then, while one of them handled 
the wheel, the others began a search 
for liquor. A bottle partly filled with 
rum, found in the cook's locker, only 
whetted their appetites. They came 
to the forecastle and asked the prison- 
ers where the liquor—in those days a 
regular part of a vessel's stores—was 
kept. The mate informed them through 
the airport that there was a cask of 
rum among the stores in the forehold. 
They opened the forecastie door. 

“Come out of there, two of you,” 
they called; whereat Abel Forbes and 
Jack Dutton, the ship's boy, climbed 
the ladder to the deck. ‘The_ pirates 
pointed to the fore hatehway. 

“Get down there and break out that 
eask of rum, and be quick: about it,” 
they commanded. 

Very unwillingly Abel and Jack went 
below and tried to pull aside the barrels 
of beef and pork stowed about the cask. 
The pirates rigged a fall, and by the 
aid of this some barrels were hoisted 
out and others swung aside until the 
head of the coveted cask was in sight. 

But so much stuff still was wedged 
about it that the: thirsty ruffians~be- 
caine impatient. At their order Jack 
Dutton brought an augur from the car- 
penter’s rooni, and-seizing it-one_of the 
pirates jumped below. A hole was 
quickly bored into the cask, and with 
along reed pipestein he was able to 
reach the liquor, which he sucked up 
greedily until his eager companions 
clamored that he come on deck-and al- 
low them their turn.

While they exchanged threats and 
eurses, Abel, standing by the foresheet, 
saw that the vessel, through lack of 
skillful handling, had fallen fully a 
mile behind the pirate craft. . He per- 
ceived a chance to make a bold stroke 
for the lives .of himself and his com- 
rades, and knowing that as matters 
tood their doom was sealed in any 
event, he acted promptly and reso- 
utely. 

As the ruffian at the hatchway alter 
mately cursed his comrades and im- 
plored them to come on deck, Abel, 


tnder pretense of pulling wm the slack 
of the jib sheet, contrivéd to get near 
him.

between the two schooners steadily in- 
creased. until they were two miles apart. 
Then the wind fell, leaving the Dolphin 
rolling-on the swell with flapping sails. 

Thedast puff, dying rests leeward, 
carried the Piroqua along some distance 
farther, and the three vessels lay be- 
calmed at- equal distances apart. In 
anxious suspense the Dolphin’s crew 
waited for the next rise of wind, for 
upon its direction would depend: their 
fate. 

At. four bells in the afternoon the 
captain and his mate still stood anx- 
iously at the wheel, their gaze turning 
from the pirate on the east to the west- 
ern water, smooth and glassy to the 
horizon line. 

At last a little catspaw from the 
west ruffled the surface, and coming 
after it, growing and deepening, a dark 
ripple showed that there was wind be- 
hind. The mainsail swelled out, and 


‘there came beneath the bows the gur- 


gle of water cut by the Dolphin’s prow. 

“All hands on deck,” cried Captain 
Knowlton. ‘Haul aft the sheets. Head 
her southwest by south, Abel.” 

The schooner rounded up into the 
breeze, and the becalmed pirates saw 
-their-prize-drawing off with gathering 
headway. Would the Piroqua leave 
her chase of the brig to pursue her 
when the wind came? This was soon 
revealed. With his spyglass. Captain 
Knowlton could see a commotion on 
her décks, and as the breeze reached 
the pirate and gave her steerageway 
she headed closehauled toward the es- 
caping schooner. But the Dolphin had 
the first pull of the freshening wind 
and drew farther and farther away | 
from her pursuer. 

The merchant schooner had gained a 
fine start, but as the wind became 
steady the Piroqua, hanging on her 
quarter, held her own, and began to 
creep closer, and a change or falling of 
the wind might again throw the Dol- 
phin into her eruel enemy’s clutches, 

As the pirate, crawling up into the 
wind, drew nearer and_ nearer, a’ sail 
far ahead gradually lifting into view re- 
vealed a great spread of canvas, a 
union jack flying at the peak and the 
black and white portholes of a British 
man-of-war. The pirate quickly recog- 
nized the character. of the coming ves- 
sel, and wanted no.closeracquaintance. 
Tacking, she spread her sails free and 
went off like a shot abeam of the wind, 
and was soon hull down in the dis- 
tance. 

At Captain Knowlton’s signal of dis- 
tress there came off to him from his 
majesty’s cruiser Terror a boat manned 
by a dozen blue jackets in command of 
a lieutenant. The situation was quick- 
ly explained, the hatch thrown off, and 
the pirates, at the sight of the man-of- 
war’s men, surrendered without a strug: 
gle. Justice in those days was swift 
for freebooters of the sea, and before
